RAILWAY RATES TRIBUNAL 

NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 7th November, 1995 

G.S.R. 751 (E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by Sub-Section [i) of Section 48 of the Railways Act, 1989 (24 of 
1989), the Railway Rates Tribunal with the previous approval of the Central Government hereby makes the following Regula¬ 
tions to amend the Railway Rates Tribunal (Procedure) Regulations, 1990, namely ;— 

1. (i) These regulations may be called the Railway Rales Tribunal (Procedure) Amendment Regulations, 1995. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Railway Rates Tribunal (Procedure) Regulations. 1990, for Regulation 45, the following Regulation shall be substi¬ 
tuted, namely :— 

"45. Language of the Tribunal: 

(1) The pleadings before the Tribunal may, at the option of the respective parties, be cither in English or in 
Hindi. 

(2) When evidence is given by a witness in a language other than English or Hindi, the Tribunal may appoint 
an interpreter who shall take oath or solemnly affirm that he will render the evidence into English or in 
Hindi correctly. 

(3) The interpreter shall be paid such fees as may be directed by the Tribunal. 

(4) All orders and judgments of the Tribunal may, at the option of the Tribunal, be either in English or in 
Hindi."
